The old frigate Wabash has been placed out o.f commission 


at the Boston yard, and .her name will he stricken from the na- 
val list. 
During the period between 1804 and -I860 the naval 


administration had endeavored to follow the changes that were 
being made by other nations in warship construction, but it 


• 
had not-fully caught up with^nem, says the _Ne\v York Even- 


-- ing Post.' It had begun by building'heavy sidewheelersy-first tlie 


Mississippi and Missouri, and next the'Powhatan and Susque- 
hanna. 
Efficient as these latter, vessels were 
considered in 


1847, when they were begun, and even in 185D, when they were 
launched, their model was promptly dropped when the submar- 
ine screw was introduced in place of the 
vulnerable paddle- 


wheel. Six screw frigates were accordingly built in 1855, and 


—they were regarded with admiration by naval men abroad as 


•well as at home. 
The Niagara, the largest of these, was a ship 


df 
4,500 tons. 
The other five, Wabash, Roanoke, Colorado) 


Merrimack and.Minnesota, had a tonnage somewhat over three 
thousand tons. All of them were heavily armed, and they formd, 
or were supposed to form, the chfef element of naval strength of 
the United Stales. If a w,ar had arisen with a maritime enemy 
supplied with vessels of the same general style at that time, they 
would have given a good ac'count of themselves. 
In the civil 


" war, however, the Confederates had few ordinary vessels of war 


* 
to be met and conquered in ocean duels, and the waters upon 
the southern coast were too shallow to admit 
the 
frigates. 


Hence none of them performed any'service at all proportionate 
to their size and "cost of maintenance, except in two or three 
isolated cases of bombardineni as at llatteras inlel, Port Royal 


„ 
and Port Fisher. 
The "Wabpsh was built 
at Philadelphia. 


The Merrimack was built at the Boston yard, and was later 
converted into the ironclad Virginia by (he Confederates. The 
Wabash will be sold for junk, and will probably be burned oil 
one of the islands in Boston harbor. She has been receiving 
ship at the Boston yard since 1875.
